Gov. Offers 
New Road 
Safety Plan 


HARRISBURG 
(UPI) - Gov. 
David L. Lawrence today faced 
Pennsylvania drivers with a 13- 
point new highways safety pro­ 
gram calling for periodic re-ex­ 
amination of drivers, radar for 
educational purposes and a tough­ 
er license suspension system. 
Lawrence called the new pro­ 
gram ‘‘the toughest, but also the 
fairest and most equitable pro­ 
gram anywhere 
in the United 
States.” He said it would be ad­ 
ministered ‘‘equally to all, with­ 
out regard for station in life or 
personal influence.” 
The 13 points outlined in the 
new program also include: 
—Creation of a commissioner of 
traffic safety and realignment of 
the Bureau of Highway Safety. 
—Expansion of the state police 
‘safe driver clinic’ program. 
—Establishm ent of annual traf­ 
fic safety conferences, the first 
scheduled April 20, 1960. 
—Expansion 
of

—Creation of an inter-depart­ 
mental safety council for agencies 
of the state government. 
—Adoption of a uniform traffic 
arrest report.

Medal-Bearing Russians Tour Steel Plant

Three long, black touring cars drove up to the 
main office building at the Fairless Works yester­ 
day afternoon and deposited 36 Russian visitors 
The Soviet guests, four top government offi­ 
cials, professors, metalurgists, interpreters, pho­ 
tographers, newsmen and aides, were going to 
get a lirst-hand look at one of the nation’s largest 
steel producing complexes. 
Conversing excitedly in Russian, and asking 
many questions through their interpreter, the Sovi­ 
et officials and their party seemed impressed with 
the facilities and operation of the steel plant. 


Joliaiinsen Greets Visitors 


The Russians are part of an official party 
touring the United States to return the visit to 
the Soviet Union last June and July of nine U.S. 
Governors, then members of the Executive Com­ 
mittee of the Governors’ Conference. 


Kermit L. Johannsen, general superintendent 
of the steel plant, greeted the Soviets as they got 
out of their cars and escorted the party to the li­ 
brary' of the office building for a short, pre-tour 
briefing. 
Johannsen explained that the Soviet tourists 
would see the country’s newest integrated steel 
plant. 
* 
“Only through exchange visits such as these, 
will we be able to establish a working relation­ 
ship with the Russians, and learn about each other,” 
he said. 
Hell-Dressed 
Dmitry S. Polyansky, the youthful, dapper, 
well-dressed head of the Russian delegation, and 
Soviet chairman of the Council of Ministers of the 
RSFSR, told Johannsen that he and his parly were 
happy to have the opportunity to make the tour, 
and invited the superintendent to make a sim ilar 
tour of Soviet steel facilities. 
Polyhansky also presented Johannsen with a 


gift from the delegation. 
After a short explanation of the tour, the top 
Soviet officials; roughly comparable to our govern­ 
ors, and their party, entered a large 37-passenger 
bus and began the visit. 
As the bus drove past the coke plant, coke 
ovens, the three-story high coke pile, the oi»en 
hearth funjaees, and the blast furnaces, Johannsen 
explained the operation of the mill through an in­ 
terpreter. 
At the 45-inch hot steel rolling mill, the Rus­ 
sians alighted from the bus, donned “hard hats” 
and climbed to a cat-walk high above the mill 
floor. The party walked from one end of the mill 
to the other. 
Talks To Workers 
After a lengthy examination of the steel plate 
coil operation, the group returned to their bus and 
proceeded to the sheet find tin mill. 
In this part of the steel plant, Polyansky spent
